lished by these Statutes. 
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(c) Each Department shall consist of the following members, namely: — 

(1) Teachers of the Department; 

(2) Persons conducting research in the 1 Department; 

(3) Dean of the Faculty or Deans of the Faculties concerned; 

(4) Honorary Professors, If any, attached to the Department; and 

(5) Such other persons as may be members of the Department In accord- 

ance with the provisions of the Ordinances.” 

(li) the existing sub-clause (c) shall be re-lettered as sub-clause (d), and for 
the second proviso to the sub-clause, as so relettered, the following 
proviso shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Provided further that If there is no Professor or Reeder in the Department, 
the Dean of the Faculty concerned shall act as the Head of that 
Department.” 

(c) In clause (3) — 

(I) the letter and brackets “(a)” shall be omitted; 

(II) for item (i), the following item shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(i) Dean of the Faculty, who shall be the chairman;”

(v) in Item (v), as so re-numbered, for the words “from the Women’s 
College by rotation” the words “concerned, by rotation according to 
seniority, from the Women’s College" shall be substituted, and in 
the proviso, after the words "Instruction In” the words “any of” shall be 
inserted; 

(vl) in item (vii), as so renumbered, for the words "allied branches" the 
words “their special knowledge of any subject assigned to the 
Faculty or of any allied branch" shall be inserted; 

(d) after clause (3), the following clause- shall be Inserted as clause (4), 
namely:— 

" (4) All members of a Faculty, other than ex-officio members, shall hold 
office for a term of three years." 

(e) the existing clause (4) shall be re-numbered as clause (5).

20. After Statute 20 the following Statute shall be inserted, namely: — 

“20A, (1) Whenever, in accordance with these Statutes, any person is ta 

hold an office or be a momber of an authority of the University by 
rotation according to seniority, such seniority shall be determined 
according to the length of continuous service of such person in hit 
grade' or post, as the case may be, and In accordance with such otbor 
principles as the Executive Council may from time to time presrribe. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Registrar to prepare and maintain, in re«- 

pect of each class of persons to whom the provisions of this Statute 
apply, a complete and up-to-date seniority list in accordance with 
the provisions of the foregoing clause.- 

(3) If two or more persons have equal length of continuous service in a 

particular grade or post or the relative seniority of any person at 
persons is otherwise in doubt, the Registrar may on his own motion, 
and shall at the request of any such person, submit the matter to the 
Executive Council whose decision thereon shall be final.” 

21. In Statute 25—

particular authority or body or the holder of that particular appoint- 
ment, as the case may be.”

Fund whose salary is less than Rs. 25 per mensem,”

"Provided that no contribution shall be made to the Provident Fund by a 
subscriber who is on leave without pay.” 

The existing clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) of Statute 32 shall be re-numbered as 
clauses (1), (2) and (3) respectively, and in clause (3), as so re-numbered, after 
She word "subscriber” the words "together with a statement of the amount standing 
to his credit” shall be inserted.
